2.1 Document Dl is the prior art closest to the 

subject matter of claims 1 and 6 . Said document 
discloses (the references in parentheses are to 
document Dl) : 

a single-pole coaxial cable, comprising 

a core; 

a dielectric surrounding the core; 

an elect roconduct ive shield surrounding the 
dielectric ; 

a sheath surrounding the shield; 

a connector with a contact sleeve, one section 
of the sleeve being in elect roconduct ive 
contact with the shield, and 

said contact sleeve being so arranged that the 
contacting section thereof surrounds the 
dielectric as well as being surrounded by

the shield, and the inner surface of the 
dielectric being inserted in such a way that the 
sheath is also expanded in the region of the

a method for the production of a single-pole 
coaxial cable of this type by inserting a contact 
sleeve in an axially parallel direction between 
the shield and the dielectric. 



2.2 Thus, the subject matter of claims 1 and 6 differs 
from the known coaxial cable in that the shield of 
the coaxial cable comprises a braided metal and an 
elect roconductive foil and in that the contact 
sleeve is connected to the sheath of the coaxial 
cable by the extrusion of insulating material, not 
by mechanical means . 



The subject matter of claims 1 and 6 is therefore 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 



2.3 The problem addressed by the present invention can 
consequently be regarded as that of devising a 
secure mechanical connection between a contact 
sleeve and a single-pole coaxial cable which 
comprises a shield with a braided metal and an 
elect roconductive foil. 



2.4 The solution to the above problem, as proposed in 
claim 1 or 6 of the present application, involves
